“NOW OR NEVER” 
SAYS DR. CHOWN 
AT CONFERENCE 


Edmonton, June §.—Addressing the 
Methodist conference in an_ official 
statement Monday afternoon, Rev. Dr. 
Chown, general superintendent of the 
\church in Canada, touched upon the 
subject of church union in a tone not 
wholly enthusiastic. 


“The long continued suspension in 
connection with church union move- 
ment ‘has had a very detrimental ef- 
|fect on the Methodist church” he de- 
| clared. “Our people for some years 
‘have hesitated to launch great pro- 
grams of activity lest the realization 
of union would bring them to a 
speedy termination. It is also prob- 
ably trie of the Presbyterian, Con- 
gregational and Methodist churches 
that they would be stronger today 
‘but for the delay in the consummation 
‘of. the union. But we think that ow- 
ing to the prevailing spirit of our 
people we have suffered most, Meth- 
odists have been schooled from the 
very birth of the church to broadmind- 
ed liberality and possess perhaps 
more than others a decidedly san- 
guine spirit which too readily anti. 
cipates speedy results. This does not 
condemn union, but argues for its 
hastening. I am happy to believe that 
the spirit of Presbyterianism is ‘now 
or never.”

“Canada's Coal for Canadians” must 
be the fuel slogan of Canada in the 
future, says Howard Stutchbury, Al- 
berta's trade commissioner, who has

we, as Canadians, must find the an- 
swer, and which answer, when found, 
may open the gate to a far greater 
cconomic future than our best minds 
of today can ever conceive.” 

Astimating the annual importation 
of coal for all purposes from the Un- 
ited States to Canada, at 100 million 
dollars’ value, and estimating the av- 
erage turnover of industrial monies 
as three times per year, this means 
a potential spending asset of three 
hundred million dollars yearly, spent 
outside Canada, for the benefit of a 
friendly, though none the less foreign, 
power.

There was a tendecy of 
local cooperative associations to be 
exclusively local in their outlook) 
They overlooked the fact that they 
were practicing the principles of a 
movement which was international in 
its scope. There was need to organ- 
ize provincially which had been too 
much neglected in the past. It was 
necessary that their members should 
be better educated ‘in cooperative 
principles, in order to promote a 
development of the movement. He 
hoped that the conference would be 
productive of good results to the fu- 
ture of the movement in Alberta. 
They had secured the attendance of 
General Secretary Keene of the Coop- 
erative Union of Canada, the national 
federation of cooperative organizations 
with the view to obtaining the prac: 
tical experience of the organized 
movement in Canada in solving co- 
operative problems in the province. 

Mr. Keene addressed the meeting, 
fully outlining the comprehensive ob- 
jects of the cooperative. movement, 
explaining the various forms in which 
cooperation ‘could be practiced to “the 
advantage of the west, the different 
types of cooperation there were in the 
movement, the causes of failure: of 
such organizations as went out of 
business, and the policies necnssary to 
insure success. The speaker urged 
that it was just as necessary for the 
individual organizations to cooperate 
for their mutual benefit as for the 
members individually to cooperate 
in their respective associations. 


Mr. A. Litt, manager of the Bentley 
Cooperative association, then intro- 
duced for discussion western coopera- 
tive problems. The subject was 
thoroughly canvassed by the dele- 
gates, Including such questions as the 
satisfactory financing of the organiza- 
tions, the loyalty of the members, 
the advisability of operating on cash 
or credit lines, directorial and man- 
agerial efficiency, accountancy  sys- 
tems, ete.

Is owr banking legislation to be set- 
tled by filibustering? The -Progres- 
sive partly Nas set itself to prevent 
the renewal of the bank charters for 
more than a year on the present basis 
by keeping up the discussion in one 
form and another until the session 
lapses. One naturally asks what they 
are sgeking to obtain, and how will 
these tactics comduce to it? 'To the 
first. question we find in fhe discus: 
sions in the banking committee only 
the general answer that they want 
money or credit to help the -western 
farmers over a time of extreme fin- 
ancial distress. We gather, too, that 
they hold the chartered banks to be 
tyrannical anemies, with far too much 
power in their hands, which power 
they wish to limit by law. They may 
admit that the protracted credits they 
seck are not the business of commer: 
cial banks such ag these are, But 


that only proves that there is: some- 


thing defective in our. whole banking’ a 


system, which is too! much within the 


power of afew eastern, potentates, | 


and their intention is to hold up the 
banking bill: until some ‘system of: 
rural credits is discovered and sup- 
plied. 
purpose, we own to seeing very grave 
difficulties. If a farm has a farm that 
is paid for, he can readily obtain 
money from a loan company, at the 
current rate. What is meant by the 
current rate? It is just the same as 
the current price of wheat or pota- 
tges.. It is determined by. the law of 
supply’and demand.. |The world’s 
supply of capital was, toa large ex- 
tent, burnt up in the way, The world 
need. for capital was enormously in- 
creased by the destruction of the war, 
by the developments of civilization 
and, by. the postponement.’ of enter- 
prise. For these reasons, capital has 
been very dear indeed. In q country 
in’ which agriculture is the burden- 
bearer this scarcity falls first upon 
agriculture, In’ a country in which 
the greatest expansion has been in 
agriculture, agriculture has the most 
pressing needs. and makes a demand 
beyond the supply. Capital is a world 
commodity. It is the. most fluid thing 
in the world, An extra per cent will 
tempt it a long way. On the other 
hand, it is not to be denied that dis- 
tance from the source of supply has 
always been.an element in the cost 
of credit. Capitalist institutions na- 
turally prefer to have their interests 
under their own eyes, and are only 
tempted afield by higher returns and a 
variety of investment;, and the more 
remote or inaccessible the security 
the higher, the price. A French or 
Belbian investment company will in- 
vest at a much lower rate at home 
than in Canada, because it can look 
after it better. A man who has his 
crop in can raise a percentage of 
money upon it from any bank, and if 
that crop fails, the bank will probably 
help him over another year, at an 
extra charge for the obviously extra 
risk. This risk has to be paid for, as 
been shown of late in a thousand’ cases 
in which, through a succession of bad 
years, the banks have been the losers. 
--Montreal Witness.

Shipping Bacon In Bales 


The difference between the man- 
ner in which Danes and Canadians 
ship their bacon to the British mar- 
ket is that the Danes ship the sides 
in’ bales, whereas the usual Canadian 
custom is to pack in boxes. Some of 
the Canadian packing houses, how- 
ever, have adopted the bale method 
and are finding it satisfactory. <A 
bale contains four sides wrapped in 
cheesecloth and covered with jute 
sacking. The Peterboro’ packing 
house has adopted this method, ship- 
ping about twenty per cent of its 
bacon in bales. Only such sides as 
will make lJeanest Wiltshires, and 
are identical with the Danish sides 
of the first grade, are chosen.

answer it. Today it is different. Most Canadians now 
‘know he was first King's pilot on the St. Lawrence 
‘river, and the first known Canadian of Scottish ex- 
traction—two claims to distinction either one of which 
might have made him famous. Latterly other things 
to his credit have come to be known, and they will be 
recorded in their due place, 

In the meantime is it not remarkable how little 
Canadians know of Canada’s history—as rich a bit of 
nation history as ever was crowded into a space of 
three hundred odd years. The high points of the 
splendid story some of us know fairly well, but the 
little byways and side-lights, so full of human interest, 
they lie in a deep pbscurity from which they are being 
rescued one by one, at the patient digging of this or 
that person or institution actuated by a love of the 
heroic past and a realization of its value in building 
the national life of the future. 

Abraham Martin was some figure of a man in his 
day although most of his just claims to fame seem to 
have been thrust ypon him. It was hardly more than 
a matter of accident that the “Plains of Abraham” 
should come to be named after him, and yet that was 
plenty to set all good Canadians wondering who he 
was and what manner of life he led. Much digging 
in the archives of Quebee, and there are none more 
interesting or more faithfully kept, has brought out 
much information about the man and his times. He 
was born in France, his father being a Scot, which is 
probably why Jesuit writings of the times refer to 
him as “Abraham Martin, called the Scot.” His father 
probably came from Perthshire and was one of the 
Scottish Guards of Louis XI, In 1614 Abraham brought 
his French wife to Canada and that he saw the actual 
founding of New France may be gathered from the fact 
that his name was on the list of the 31 white persons 
who lived in Canada from 1629 to 1632, and he was 
then known as a pilot. He later had ten children 


families and leading citizens. Bishon Tache of St. 
Boniface is one of his descendants in direct line. 
Champlain gave Martin a deed to the farm land on 
the Plains of Abraham, and documents telling of his 
living there still exist. He apparently travelled greatly 
up and down the river for Cape Martin in the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence is also named after him. 

All this was distinctive enough to justify the me- 
morial which has been raised to Martin in the Harbor 
Square at Quebec, The handsome shaft of granite, 
designed by Henri Hébert and T. Roxburg. Smith, 
was unveiled early in May'by Hon. Athanase David, 
Quebee’s Provincial Treasurer and the event was 
marked by a gathering of notables including the Gov- 
ernor of Quebec, Sir Charles Fitzpatrick. Among 
those who spoke were F. L, Wanklyn, representing 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company by whom the 
memorial was efected. Lieut.-Col. Alex. Fraser, 
A.D.G. to the Lieutenant Governor of Ontario, Law- 
rence Burpee, President of the Canadian Historical! 
Society and Monseigneur Laflamme, Curé of the 
Basilica. The latter spoke as the successor of the 
first Curé of Quebec who was Martin’s parish priest 
and who was afterwards martyred by the Iroquois. 
He read the baptismal certificate of Abraham Martin's 
first child who was also the first white child born in 
Canada. He also read the baptismal certificate of 
Martin’s third child upon which appeared the name’ 
of Samuel de Champlain as godfather. The memorial, 
has been set up by the Canadian Pacific in honor, not 
only of Abraham Martin but of the stout-hearted. 
pilots who for over three hundred years have done so 
much to make the St. Lawrence River a safe and 
speedy route to and from Europe. That Company 
uses the route more than any other, and the arrival 
at Quebec of the great liner “Empress of Scotland” 
on her first trip of the season with 731 passengers 
from Europe later in the day of the unveiling empha- 
sizes what has been accomplished in the making of 
the St. Lawrence route a great highway for ocean 
borne commerce.

Kneel or squat alongside or astride 
of the patient, facing his head. 

2—Place’ your hands on the small 
of his back, one on each side, with 
thumbs parallel and nearly touching, 
and! the fingers reaching only to the 
lowest ribs. 


3—Bend forward with the arms 


then make a firm steady downward 
pressure of the loins of the patient, 
while you count slowly “One, two, 
three!" to press the patient's stomach 
against the ground and to force the 
air from his chest. 

4—Then swing your body backward 
so as to relieve’ the pressure, and 
without removing your hands, while 
you count slowly “One, two!” 

Continue this backward and forward 
movement, alternately relieving and 
pressing the patient's stomach against 
the ground jin order to drive the air 
out of his chest and mouth, and al- 
lowing il to suck back in again, un- 
til gradually the patient begins to do 
it for himself, 

The proper pace for the movement 
should be about 12 pressures to the 
minute. 

As soon ag the patient is breathing 
you can leave off the pressure; but 
watch him, and if he fails you must 
start again until he can breathe for

The Michener device, when tested

oil. The detector consists of an el- 
ectrically charged hollow iron core 
containing a small quantity of the 
material sought—oil, gasoline or gas. 
This core is placed in a small cylin- 
drical nickeled-metal covering, which 
is suspended between two wire arms 
equipped with handles. It is claimed 
when the operator holds the device 
above a given quantity of oil or gaso- 
line the machine revolves a definite 
number of times; and that experiment 
and caleulation have enabled the in- 
ventor to calculate the amount of 
gasolne in any underground — tank 
within a few barrels... Experiments, 
said to have substantiated the inven- 
tor’s claim, have been made in a 
number of Toronto garages. When 
tested at the present well site, the 
device, loaded with gasoline, is said 
to have made over 200 revolutions, 
indicating, it was said, the existence 
of a large quantity of volatile oil.
